(EIC-M-12, 282-52, CIA No. 432207) e 
The new Subcommittee held its first meeting on Thursday, 10 April 1952, and ve 
subsequently has been meeting every second Thursday. In the two months of 
its operation it has completed its organizations), setup and launched its 
first teo projects.

OBJECHIV'S OF THE SuBcOMMT TEE 
The Subcommittee’ s objective is to examine continucusly scenomic in 
telligence besring upon foreign. populations and manpower for the purpose of 
assisting in the elimination of gens and deficieneies in such intelligence, 
which may be detrimental for the security of the United States. The Suh 
committee, thus, will periodicedliy survey the total intelligence neads of the 
0. S. Gewernment in this Meld, maintain a current record of pertinent ci 
dl telligence available or plannec at governmental or private agencies, evaluate 
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relevent deta and anslyses, and advise the EIC in vegard to pertinence, 
extent, smi quality of existing intelligence. Moreover, the Subcommittee 
WAL develop outlines for projects designed to provide missing intelligence 
cid make recomendations to the BIC with respect to priority of studies, 
allocations of responsibilities for research projects among government 
ageneLes, and assignment of projects to non-governrantal institutions. 
Finally, when requested to do so, the Subcommittee will assist the FIC in 
activities conesrning foreign populations and manpower, and co-ordinate and 
facilitate the carrying out of such relevant intelligence research 2s may 
be allocated among TaC agencies. 


For purposes of performing its functions, the Subcommittee defines 

“population and manpower" as covering all aspects of foreign populations and 
manpower which bear upon the national security of the United States, This 
wuld include subjects such as size, composition, distribution, changes, 

wwe sharacter, and movements of the population and labor force; employment and 
menploynent, wages, hours, and economic conditions and social welfare of 
iabors; conditions of work; relations between employees and government and 
management; organigation and policies of employers and employees; hiring and 
recruiting of Labor: ovblic health and education. 


(1) The Subcomitiee has reviered the plan of the Department cf State 
to revise its economic reporting procedures. It has held that, to sabisfy 
intelligence needs in the fields of population, marpower, and social. welfare, 
certain standard itens should be included in each country outline for labor 
and secial welfare reporting. Accordingly, the Subcommittee has drefted a 
uniform, winimmm reporting program on Labor and social welfare to serve as a 
reminders of the basic needs of intelligence agencies not only to all report- 
ing officers but «lsc to all officers collecting dccuments, publications, and 
tee like. The draft will be submitted to the BIC in the next few days o- 


~w (2) The Subcommittee, further, initiated a government-wide survey of 
research programs on manpower and labor in the Soviat Blec. Ib has been 
Gscssing the objectives and form of the survey and is now in the state of 
drafting the reporting fora te be submitted to the agencies concerned.
